FOOTBALL AT THE ACADEMIES. 


The prospect of a game this year between the Navy 
and Army football teams is uncertain, if not gloomy. 
The hitch is evidently in the higher circles of both 
services, the Secretaries of War and the Navy seem- 
ing equally decided and firm on this subject. Not 
dismayed by the outlook, the teams at Annapolis and 
West Point are hard at work and hoping against 
hope. The Navy team is being coached by Wurtem- 
burg, formerly of Yale, and the Army by Graves, of 
the same college. In addition to Wurtemburg the 
Navy team have in Prof. P. J. Dashiell a coach for 
their backs of the highest grade. Prof. Dashiell is well 
known in football circles, and is an expert in the 
game. He is a graduate of Lehigh and of Johns Hop- 
kins, and made a reputation for himself in athletics 
at both colleges. 

Last year the Navy team was coached by the well- 
known Dr. Hartwell, of Yale, while Prof. Dashiell 
took the backs. The outlook at the Naval Academy at 
the beginning of ’93 was gloomy. The material first 
brought out was poor, and the coaches had uphill 
work all season. But to their everlasting credit be it 
said that the material to begin on this year is some of 
the best they have ever had. On the other hand, the 
Army team was a good one from the beginning, and 
was under the direction of Laurie Bliss, Yale’s cele- 
brated half-back. They scored against Princeton and 
put up a plucky game against Yale. Their line av- 
eraged fifteen pounds more than that of the Navy. 
When the game came off, Dec. 2, it was a surprise to 
every one. The greatest enthusiasm prevailed in both 
services, and the Annapolis grounds held at least ten 
thousand people. The U. 8S. 8S. New York sent down a 
contingent headed by a black goat, her mascot, which 
was dragged through the Army goal again and again 
by the midshipmen. The Navy team won by a score 
of 6 to 4, but precisely how they accomplished this is 
to this day a disputed point. The ball was rushed 
dangerously near the Navy’s goal again and again, but 
each time would be kicked back far down the field 
by the Navy’s famous full-back, Bagley. The latter 
was instrumental in winning the game, and made the 
kick which decided it, but the reason that the game 
was won may be put down as generalship, and traced 
back to Hartwell. 

Whether these games should continue or not has 
been the subject of much argument. If a majority in 
both services decided it, there is no doubt but that the 
game would be played this year; but unfortunately a 
majority has nothing to do with it. The greater part, 
by far, of the otlicers in both sérvices are in favor of 
the game. An Officers’ Auxiliary Athletic Association 
has been organized in each, with headquarters at An- 
napolis and West Point. The primary object of these 
associations is to raise money for the football cam- 
paign, and they have raised enough money each year 
to pay for the coach. 

Football is a manly game, and an annual contest in 
this sport between the Navy and the Army should be 
encouraged. It has been said that the game engenders 
hard feeling between the two services. Any one who 
happened to be at Annapolis last year during the game 
and immediately afterwards, where the feeling would 
most likely be hardest, will bear witness that there 
was a most remarkable lack of anything of the sort. 
‘The two teams attended a reception and afterwards a 
dance and a supper together, in marked contrast to the 
habit defeated college teams have of packing up their 
baggage and leaving the town the night after a de- 
feat. The manly way in which the West Pointers 
took their defeat, after three months of hard practice, 
struck the Annapolitans, while the hearty reception 
the latter gave them, and the fact that they showed no 
tendency to crow, went to the hearts of the Army 
team. Iriendships were formed between members of 
both teams, .which, it is safe to say, will last through 
life, and the entire corps of Naval cadets got up before 
reveille the next day to give their brethren of the Army 
a hearty three and a tiger. If this is hard feeling, it 
Was strangely shown. The game tends thus to reduce 
the narrowness so noticeable in both services, by bring- 
ing the elmbryo officers of each into the most whole- 
sume of contacts. ; 

About torty cadets turn out at each academy every 
year, as cundidates for the football team, and this 
number is kept on the training list throughout the 
season. ‘The objection has been raised that this train- 
ing list breaks up the discipline of those on it, but in 
reality no discipline, except that undergone by the 
crew in the spring, could be more severe. And the 
effect of the training op the physique is so marked 
that this alone amply compensates for any small 
loss that may have been incurred in standing. The 
practice at both Annapolis and West Point is done 
under adverse circumstances, for except on the haif 
holidays, Wednesdays and Saturdays, the practice 
takes place after six o’clock every evening, and by 
electric light. 


The Captain of this year’s Navy team is M. J. Mc- 
Cormack, of the class of ’95. He was appointed from 
Michigan. McCormack is justly popular at the Naval 
Academy, and his manners are quiet and unassuming. 
He has a clear head and cool judgment, and will make 
a thoroughly good captain. He plays right end. Ed- 
ward L. King is captain of the Army team while still 
a second class man—a great honor. Captain King is a 
hale fellow well met with every one, and a great fa- 
vorite. Singularly enough, both King and McCormack 
were prevented by injuries from playing last year, 
although King accompanied the team to Annapolis. 
Such men as McCauley, Bagley, Davidson, Karns, 
Izard, Kimball, Palmer, Morris, McCarthy, all of 
whom earned distinction last year, still remain at An- 
napolis, and many of them better for five months of 
crew training, while Stacy, Lott, Duncan, Williams, 
Connor and Shelton are all available for this year’s 
Army team. The West Pointers are playing good foot- 
ball—better just at present than the Navy team—but 
have been at practice a month longer. 

A pious gentleman was once expressing his devout 
thankfulness because of his escape without injury from 
a serious railroad accident, when he was interrupted 
by one of his brethren, who exclaimed that he had still 
greater cause for thankfulness because he had traveled 
to his journey’s end without even the peril of an acci- 
dent. The Bethlehem Company, as they draw near 
the completion of their contract with the Government 
for armor plate, have like cause for gratitude. Where 
others have had difficulty they have found smooth 
sailing. The plate representing the side armor of the 
Texas, which brings them nearly to the end of their 
contract, passed a successful test at the proving ground 
of the Bethlehem Iron Works Oct. 6. The remaining 
armor of this vessel is delivered and already in posi- 
tion so that her trial trip will probably take place 
early in 1895. Deliveries of this last group will com- 
mence at once, and it is promised that the ship will 
leave the dry dock completely equipped as to armor 
within three months. Captain Sampson, chief of the 
Navy Bureau of Ordnance, expressed himself cpm- 
pletely satisfied with the plate. It is certainly evident 
that it cannot be destroyed by the 8-in. gun. It ap- 
pears practically uninjured and will be dismounted 
and shipped to the Indian Head proving grounds, 
where it will be expended in further experiments con- 
cerning the development of Harveyized armor-pierc- 
ing shell. The breech mechanism of the gun was that 
invented by Superintendent Owen F. Leibert, of the 
company. It was the first time it was used at a test 
of plate, though shots were fired by it last week. The 
mechanism worked faultlessly. It is an ingenious de- 
vice and was closely examined by the ordnance ex- 
perts. 


We understand that it is contemplated to abolish, 
within a short time, sales by the Subsistence Depart- 
ment to officers stationed at Washington. This will 
be a hardship to the many officers and their families 
who are stationed at the Capitol, and who contend 
that Washington is a military post in every sense, as 
it is the headquarters of the Army, and there are on 
duty there at times nearly one hundred officers of all 
branches of the Service. The saving to them in com- 
missary supplies amounts to nearly 30 per cent. at a 
minimum cost. This must pay the Government with 
some little extra work—not a great deal. lt would 
seem if a military post is entitled to this privilege. 
Washington should not be excepted. In London ofti- 
cers of the English Army and their friends have the 
privilege of purchasing at the Army stores at a dis- 
count from retailers’ prices. It is not possible, in the 
nature of things, to establish such an institution in 
this country, but when the War Department can legiti- 
mately favor officers in the matter of purchases, there 
would seem to be no good reason why it should not 
do it. 


The last Navy vessel belonging to the Bering Sea 
fleet arrived at San Francisco on Monday last. This 
was the Mohican, the fiagship of the squadron, which, 
in company with the Fish Commission steamer Alba- 
tross, left Bering Sea some ten days ago for home. 
The Mohican was preceded by the Ranger, which ar- 
rived at San Francisco on the 6th inst. The Bering 
Sea fleet will go out of existence when the last report 
of Comdr. Clark, commander-in-chief of the squadron, 
concerning operations in Bering Sea, reaches the Navy 
Department. Of the vessels of the Bering Sea fleet, 
the Petrel and Concord are now in Asiatic waters 
protecting American interests in the Orient; the York- 
town is now in dock at Mare Island, undergoing re- 
pairs preparatory to starting for China; the Adams ran 
aground and will be placed in dock, so that the ex- 
tent of her injuries may be ascertained, and the Ranger 
and Mohican will be thoroughly overhauled and pos- 
sibly placed out of commission. The revenue cutters 
Bear and Rush are the only United States vessels 
cruising Bering Sea at present. 





Twenty-four officers have joined the Army Mutual 
Aid Association since April 1, 1894, and seven have 
died. The association has paid to the widows, or. 
phans and other beneficiaries of its members $479. 
013.98. It has on hand $142,000 in United States 4 
per cent. bonds, and on deposit in the National Safe 
Deposit Savings and Trust Company of Washington 
$13,969.52. The treasurer was notified on Oct. 5 of the 
death of a member. His widow arrived in Washing. 
ton on the afternoon of the 6th, and that evening she 
was paid $3,000. The members of the association hold 
that it is the duty of each one to constitute himself 
a recruiting officer to explain to those who are eligible, 
but not. members, the benefit of the association, and 
to try to induce them to join. 





The Military Information Division of the War De. 
partment has issued its fourth number on the organi- 
zation, armaments and military progress in European 
and American armies. The work is an epitome of 
the more important foreign military organizations and a 
somewhat detailed description of small arms and side 
arms in use at home and abroad. To this data have 
been added notes on intrenching tools in use in va- 
rious foreign armies, on use of aluminum for reducing 
the weight of the military equipment and for mili- 
tary purposes generally. It is proposed to issue a 
second part, taking up the subject of artillery, and 
completing, as far as possible, such information on 
the subject mentioned as may be of value to the Amer- 
ican military student. 


We commend to the careful attention of the officers 
of the Army the “Notes on Organization, Armaments 
and Military Progress,” recently issued from the Mil- 
itary Information Division of the War Department. 
They are comprehensive and practical, and condensed 
so as to give a great deal of information in very little 
space. . ; : - 

The dedication of the Revolutionary Soldiers’ monu- 
ment at Tarrytown, on Thursday next, Oct. 18, will 
be made additionally interesting by the presence of 
artillery troops, including a light battery from Fort 
Hamilton, N. Y. H. One or two naval vessels will also 


be present. 


J. D. Van Buren, agent of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, at Hong Kong, who recently arrived in New 
York, says that it is impossible to get trustworthy news 
of the war at any place in the East, as both Chinese and 
Japanese control the news and garble it to suit them. 
“I am credibly informed,” he said, “that the correspond- 
ents who are following the Japanese Army were only 
permitted to do so under an agreement that their cor- 
respondence should be submitted to the Japanese au- 
thorities for revision, and I was startled to learn, at 
Yokohama, that letters sent by the officers of the United 
States steamship Baltimore to their families, while the 
vessel was at Chemulpo, were inspected by the Japanese. 
The letters necessarily had to go by way of Yokohama, 
and the Japanese took on themselves the privilege of 
opening the letters for fear that they might contain in- 
formation of a nature which might be detrimental to 
Japanese interests.” 


The fortunate officer to obtain the command of the 
fine new cruiser Minneapolis is Capt. George H. Wad- 
leigh, now commanding the receiving ship Richmond. 
There were a good many applications on file for this 
billet, but after considering them al] the Department olfi- 
cials agreed upon Capt. Wadleigh as the officer for the de- 
tail. Capt. Wadleign wili be relieved of the command 
of the Richmond by Comdr. George F. F. Wilde. Lieut. 
Comdr. B. H. Gheen has been selected as the executive 
oflicer of the Minneapolis. On account of sickness 
Comdr. Edwin Longuecker has been compelled to make 
application to be relieved of his command, The appli- 
cation has been approved, and Comdr. Eugene W. Wat- 
son will be ordered as his relief. 





The King of the Belgians offers an annual prize 
of £1,000 ($5,000) for the best work on a given subject. 
The subject for 1893 was the best plan for supplying 
Brussels with drinking water. Some of the competitions 
are open to all the world, and, for these, international 
juries are appointed to examine the plans sent in and to 
adjudicate according to their merits. Lieut. Floyd Harris, 
Military Attache to the United States Legation in Brus- 
sels, has been appointed by the King a member of the 
international jury. 





The Emperor of Germany has recently issued an order 
wishing to see the fewest possible obstacles in the way 
of the soldier’s marriage. A story abroad is to the effect 
that at a recent naval ball the Emperor asked a group 
of young women jokingly: 

“What would you all say if I should forbid my officers 
to marry?” 

There was a dead silence for a moment, and then a 
young woman replied: 

“Your Majesty would not dare do it, for the Army and 
Navy would die out.” 


The “Boston Medical and Surgical Journal” recently 
contained an interesting letter, dated Chemulpo, Corea, 
May 25, 1894, from Dr. F. B. Stephenson, U. S. N.

One of the prin- 
cipal advantages of this carriage is that it allows the mor 
tae to be fired, not only at the very high angles ot which 
other mortar carriages are restricted, but at all angles, 
from perpendicular down to horizontal. The carriage is 
entirely open at the breech of the gun, nothing interposing 
to inconvenience the loading or opening and closing of the 
breech plug. This carriage requires no loading platform, 
as it is sufficiently depressed into the foundations to form

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Mrs. Charles K. Dusenbury, mother of the wife of 
Pay Director H. M. Denniston, U. S. N., died Oct. & at 
the residence of her son-in-law, in Philadelphia. 

Col. John M. Chivington, one of the pioneers of Col- 
orade, Whose name is familiar in connection with the 
famous Sand Creek Indian massacre, died at Denver 
Oct. 4, of old age. 

Adolph Rees, fur many years a General Service messen- 
ger, and latterly a civilian messenger at Department head- 
quarters at St. Paul, recently shot himself through the 
head and has since died. 

The country has had to mourn the loss this week of 
two of its most distinguished men—Andrew Gregg Cur- 
tin, the war Governor of Pennsylvania, who died at 
Bellefont, Pa., Oct. 7, and Oliver> Wendell Holmes, poet, 
physician, philosopher and friend, who died at Boston, 
Oct. 7. 

Col. Thomas M. Winston, who died at Covington, Ky., 
Sept. 25, was a cadet at the Military Academy from 
1842 to IS44., but left before graduation. He was ap- 
pointed a 2d Lieut. of the 16th Inf. in 1847, was honorably 
cuscharged in bods; in 1s60 was appomeed a Major anu 
Paymaster, was breveted Lieutenant-Colonel March 13, 
INGO, for faithful and meritorious service, and resigned 
Sept. 50, 1S66. 

The remains of the late Capt. Philip H. Price, Corps 
of Kngineers, Secretary of the Lighthouse Board, who 
died suddenly Oct. 4 at Fort Monroe, were incinerated 
on Oct. 6 at the Baltimore Crematory, and the ashes 
were carried to Washington and interred at Arlington, 
Oct. 8. The funeral took place from the Richmond Ho- 
iel. The interment was private, the ashes being accom- 
panied only by the immediate family and a few intimate 
friends, 

Col. Henry C. Corbin, A. A. G., of the Army, will 
have the sympathy of the service in the loss which has 
overtaken him in the death of Mrs. Corbin, who was not 
only the wife but the daughter of a soldier, her father 
being the late Capt. A. KE. Strichle, of Wilmington, 
Ohio, who served on the staff of General Grant, and died 
in 1863, as the result of disease contracted at Vicksburg. 
The painful illness of Mrs. Corbin was endured without 
complaint and with a fortitude which gave proof of 
soldierly ancestry. Mrs. Corbin has followed her hus- 
band’s varying fortunes with wifely devotion since their 
marriage at her mother’s house in 1865, her husband be- 
in then a Colonel in the Volunteers. The journey with 
him to join his regiment, then stationed at Knoxville, was 
her only wedding tour. After being mustered out of the 
Volunteer Service Colonel Corbin joined his regiment, 
the 17th Inf., at Fort Gratiot, Mich., where Mrs. Cor- 
bin remained with him during the Fenian troubles. When 
his orders took him to Austin, Tex., she marched with 
his regiment to Austin, ‘Tex., from Corpus Christi. Here 
her husband received his promotion to the 38th Inf., and 
while en route to his new station at Jefferson Barracks, 
Mrs. Corbin contracted cholera. She accompanied Col. 
Corbin when he was ordered to the plains, making the 
greater part of the lonely march over the old Sante Fe 
trail to Fort Craig, N. M., on horseback. Col. and Mrs. 
Corbin remained in New Mexico, Arizona and Texas 
for ten years. In the summer of 1876, while on the 
Lower Grande, their children were stricken with a malig- 
nant fever, which resulted in the death of four of them 
and left another an invalid for life. Orders to Washing- 
ton came to Col. Corbin in 1877, at Columbus Barracks, 
where he had in the mean time been stationed, and he 
and his wife made their debut in the society of the 
Capitol under the auspices of Mrs. President Hayes, 
with whom, and other ladies of that day, Mrs. Corbin 
sustained intimate personal relations. From Washington 
Col. Corbin went to Newport Barracks, Ky., and to Chi- 
cago, remaining in the latter city six years. Mrs. Cor- 
bin took an active part in church and charity work in 
Chicago, and was also socially prominent. In camp, on 
the march among soldiers and in society, she has ever been 
the same even-tempered, courageous, self-reliant gentle- 
woman. In her there was an illustration of the possibilities 
of the Christian life. Mrs. Corbin was the youngest of 
seven sisters, all of whom survive her. Among them are 
Mrs. W. D. Bickman, of Dayton, O.; Mrs. Clous, wife 
of Col. Clous, U. S. A., and Mrs. Foos, of Washington. 
Of her immediate family there remain her husband, two 
daughters and a son of 15. The body of Mrs. Corbin 
was carried to Wilmington, O., on Wednesday night, and 
the interment took place in that city on the 12th inst. 


Assistant Naval Constructor R. P. Hobson came within 
an ace of receiving orders for Asia during the past week 
to witness naval operations there. The premature pub- 
lication of the Department’s intention, coupled with 
other drawbacks, however, caused the Navy Department 
to retrace any steps it may have taken in this connec- 
tion. While Secretary Herbert undoubtedly was dis- 
turbed at the premature publication of his intentions, it 
is not believed that this was the main cause of his de- 
cision not to send Mr. Hobson to the East. It is hinted 
in some quarters that the prime reason for the failure 
of this officer to go was the refusal of the Chinese and 
Japanese governments to permit any officer to enter their 
shipyards and inspect their vessels, as Assistant Naval 
Constructor Hobson purposed doing. It is said that the 
matter had gone so far that Mr. Hobson had received 
preliminary orders for the Orient, but if they were is- 
sued they have been revoked. It is not believed that 
the Secretary will specially detail any officer to witness 
navel operations during the war, but will depend upon 
the Naval Intelligence officers attached to the ships for 
all desirable information concerning naval battles im the 
East. The statement that the line had brought influ- 
ence to bear upon the Secretary to change his decision 
to send Mr. Hobson to China is pronounced false by 
those in a position to know. _It is well known that two 
line officers applied to be sent to the East to witness 
naval operations there. One of these was a full lieu- 
tenant and another an ensign, both of whom at present 


are on duty at the Navy Department. Neither, it is 
understood, heard from his application, except in a gen- 
eral way, when Secretary Herbert made public a state- 
ment that the Naval Intelligence officers attached to the 
Asiatic squadron would be able to obtain all the infor- 
mation desired without the assistance of an officer spe- 
cially detailed to this duty. When the announcement was 
miaue that Assistant Coustrucior liobson hau wade all 
arrangements to go to the East, the line was somewhat 
stirred up in view of the fate of the applications of two 
of its officers, but this feeling did not go so far as to 
cause any protest to be filed against the detailing of As- 
sistant Constructor Hobson to this duty.

At the close of our civil war Admiral Farragut re- 
ported that the monitor fleet, created by John Ericssvun, 
was in perfect working condition. The Navy Depart- 
ment at that time (March, 1866), applied to Ericsson 
to know how it could be kept in good condition. Erics- 
son wrote in reply, showing how these vessels might 
be floated into an enclosed basin at League Island, 
where the water could be pumped out until it was 
needed to float them again. “A fleet laid up as I pro- 
pose is,” he said, “good for half a century; all, except- 
ing some repairs about the armor backing, engines, 
hulls, boilers, etc., may be kept in perfect order, and in 
twenty-four hours fifty ironclads may be transferred 
from their dry resting place on the surface of League 
Island to the Delaware, with stores and ammunition 
on board.” For some reason no attention was paid to 
this suggestion, and some time after Ericsson informed 
a friend, who proposed to visit the monitor fleet float- 
ing in the waters of the Delaware, that he would find 
them “a fleet of ironclads subjected to the most rapid 
decay. All that rotting and corrosion can do to de- 
stroy the vessels of which a nation expects so much 
in case of need, you will find,” he said, “in active 
progress.” It is now twenty-eight years since Ericsson 
zave this advice concerning the preservation of the 
monitors, and we have had an opportunity to test its 
value in the light of experience with different methods. 
We observe that the Navy Department has finally 
come to his conclusion, so far as laying armor-clads 
up in ordinary is concerned. This new plan of dis- 
posing of armored vessels includes battleships and 
coast vessels for use only in case of emergency. It 
is the intention of the Department to transfer to fresh 
water the battleships now under construction, just as 
soon as they have been thoroughly broken in. The 
place where the ships will be laid up will be League 
Island, it being the opinion of the Secretary that this 
is the most desirable freshwater rendexvous on the 
Atlantic coast. The probabilities are that in his 
forthcoming annual report, the Secretary will urge 
Congress to make an appropriation for increasing the 
facilities of this yard. This being the plan, we would 
suggest to the Secretary, that he consider Ericsson’s 
proposition of a generation ago in the light of un- 
prejudiced judgment. 


Naval officers who have just returned from Bering 
Sea give very discouraging reports about the seals.

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INCREASE THE ARMY. 

OPINION OF THE MAJOR-GENERAL COMMANDING. 

We are indebted to the Secretary of War, Hon. D. 
S. Lamont, for an advance copy of the annual report 
of the Major-General commanding the Army, dated 
Wasbington, Oct. 1, 1894. In it we are told that “the 
discipline of the Army has been thoroughly tesied 
and found to be entirely satisfactory in the extra- 
crdinary service which it has been called upon to per- 
form”; “that satisfactory progress is being made in the 
supply of the newly-adopted magazine rifle for the 
infantry, and the new breech-loading rifle field gun for 
the field artillery;” “steady progress in the manu- 
facture of high-power guns and mortars, and in the 
construction of emplacements for them for the most 
important sea coast defences,” and considerable pro- 
gress heretofore in the construction of quarters and 
barracks. The reorganization of the infantry and 
the increase of the artillery is in the hands of Con- 
gress, and recent experience has demonstrated the 
necessity for an increase of cavalry, as the militia 
cannot be relied upon to furnish it in case of need. The 
constant increasing interest in military education is 
manifested by an increasing demand for the services 
of Army officers, and the interest shown in the policy 
of instructing the children in the public schools. In 
the Army itself military education still continues to 
be highly satisfactory. The experiment of enlisting 
Indians has been so “satisfactory” that it has been 
practically abandoned. 

“It will not be necessary,” says General Schofield, “to 
pursue this experimental trial much further, but will 
simply be a question of policy to determine how many 
of the reliable Indian soldiers shall be retained in ser- 
vice, and for what length of time.” 

We must look to subordinate reports for the details 
of Army administration, and the interest and value 
of this report of the Major-General commanding is an 
able and convincing argument in favor of an increase 
in our military establishment. Referring to the recent 
outbreak of domestic violence, General Schofield says, 
after a brief allusion to the action of the military au- 
thorities in connection therewith: 

“These responsible duties, thus devolved upon the 
department commanders, were performed by them and 
the troops under ‘their command in the most satisfac- 
tory manner. The insurrection was promptly sup- 
pressed and the authority of the Government every- 
where enforced, and this without any unnecessary 
sacrifice of life in any case.” 

Continuing, he goes on to say: 

Such a result would have been impossible, except for 
the judicious distribution of troops already existing, 
under the command of general otticers of education, ex- 
perience, tried fidelity to the national interest and pro- 
found respect for civil authority, and the laws of the land. 
The people of the United States may well be proud of 
eed little Army, so thoroughly devoted to the public in- 
erests. 

The numerous demands for the services of United States 
troops in connection with domestic disorders disclosed 
some lack of accurate knowledge respecting the circum- 
stances and conditions under which the military forces of 
the United States may be lawfully employed and the 
manner in which the troops may lawfully act in the sup- 
pression of such disorders. 

The circumstances under which the national forces may 
be employed were materially modified by the act of Con- 
gress, approved June 18, 1878, commonly called “The 
Posse Comitatus Act,” and no exact definition of the 
duties of the troops as modified by this act had ever been 
published. So, also, for the first time at least in many 
years it had Lecome necessary to employ the national 
forces aguas a lawless mob forcibly resisting the exe- 
cution of the laws of the United States, former cases of 
like employment of United States troops having been 
under the general provisions of the Constitution and 
laws for the suppression of insurrection in a State, under 
« call made by the State authorities upon the President, 
«ts provided in the Constitution. 

_ But by the use of the telegraph the necessary instruc- 
tlous were speedily communicated to all concerned, so 
that no material departure was actually made in any 
case from the strict requirements of the law, and as 
speedily as practicable carefully eye instructions 
were issued for the government of the Army, both in 
respect to the circumstances under which and the pur- 
poses for which the troops may be employed, and the 


manner in which they should act in the execution of law- 
fu) orders for the suppression of forcible resistance to the 





execution of the laws of the United States, or in the 
protection of property belonging to or under the care of 
the United States. ® prompt and vigorous action of 
the troops in all cases and the great forbearance mani- 
fested by them when subjected to all sorts of insults aud 
indignities, designed to provoke retaliation, were worthy 
of the very highest commendation. They illustrate in 
the most striking manner the great value to a govern- 
ment of a well disciplined force at all times subject to the 
orders of that government for the enforcement of the 
faithful execution of its laws. 

It would seem unnecessary to point out the fact that 
any force like the militia of a State, or the police of a 
city, acting primarily under another authority, though 
highly efficient in their appropriate service, cannot be 
made a reliable instrument for the prompt and effective 
execution of the laws of the United States. Manifestly, 
every government should have an adequate force of its 
own for the execution of its own laws, no less than the 
judicial and executive officers necessary for the same 
purpose. 

The country is now for the first time squarely con- 
fronted with the necessity of making adequate pro- 
vision, not only for defense against any possible foreign 
aggression, but also for defense against domestic violence 
in the form of forcible resistance to the laws of the United 
States. It, therefore, becomes more than ever necessary 
te calmly and — ay gy consider the adequacy of 
means to that. end. A just estimate of these means re- 
quires consideration of the vast extent of the United 
States territory and the great amount of property, widely 
dispersed throughout this territory, either belonging to 
the United States or in such condition as to be under 
the protection of the national Government. When these 
facts are duly considered, it becomes manifest that the 
present strength of the Army is not adequate to the per- 
formance of the service which may at any time be re- 
quired. It is true that in the recent emergency, by the 
most prompt and vigorous action and the concentration of 
troops from various parts of the country, the duty re- 
quired was promptly and effectively performed. But the 
military resources were taxed nearly to the extreme 
limit for this purpose, and in the event of such extension 
of disorders as was for some time threatened and made 
to appear more than probable, it was found by careful 
estimate that the resources of the Government would 
prove inadequate to give the necessary protection in all 
parts of the country; so that vast injury would have re- 
sulted to the public interests throughout a large part of 
the United States before the resources of the Govern- 
ment could have been so augmented as to have sup- 
pressed the insurrection. 

It is certainly manifest that the present condition of the 
country, with a population of nearly 70,000,000, under 
the danger of disorder now known to exist, cannot be met 
by the same force that was deemed adequate 25 years 
ago, when the population of the country was less than 
half its present amount; and domestic violence was not 
apprehended. One man to 14 square miles of territory, 
or one man to 2,800 of population, is surely a very small 
guard to protect property and prevent violation of law. 
leaving out of consideration the force necessary to guard 
the extended seacoast against sudden attack by a foreign 
enemy. It is also worthy of remark that more than once 
in the last summer an infuriated mob in a single city 
was twice as formidable in numbers and capable of 
doing vastly greater injury to life and property than the 
most fermidable combination of Indian warriors that 
ever confronted the Army in this country. In other 
words, the Army has recently been required to deal with 
an enemy far more numerous and dangerous to the coun- 
try than any savage enemy which it has heretofore been 
called upon to meet. 

It seems clear that the effective strength of the Army 
should now be considerably increased. Yet, this can be 
done at a very small comparative increase in cost. The 
present regimental organizations need not be largely 
increased. Two additional regiments of artillery for the 
necessary sea-coast defense; two additional regiments of 
cavalry to patrol the long lines of railroad under Govern- 
ment protection, and the present 25 regiments of in- 
fantry, converted into three battalion organizations. 
would, it is believed, be a just. conservative estimate of 
what is now actually needed. For this the existing num- 
ber of commissioned officers is nearly sufficient. But a 
considerable permanent increase in the enlisted strength 
of the Army should be made, and a still further increase 
authorized to be made by the President when, in his 
judgment, an emergency requiring it may reasonably be 
foreseen. Such disorders as those which have afflicted 
the country during the last year do not come suddenly, 
or unexpectedly. Intelligent observation fully justified 
the prediction of such troubles a year before they ap- 
peared, Coincident with the first indication of coming 
disorder was a diminution of industrial employment, by 
which large numbers of honest and faithful laborers were 
deprived of their accustomed work, and hence sought en- 
listment in the Army. These men could not be received 
because of the limit fixed by law upon the enlisted 
strength of the Army. These applicants for enlistment 
during the first eight or 12 months were not the kind of 
men who participate in the operations of a lawless mob. 
They were simply honest laborers, who could no longer 
obtain employment in civil life and hence sought it in the 
Army. If authority had existed by which the Presi- 
dent could have received a few thousand of these men 
into the ranks, they would have become well disciplined, 
reliable soldiers by the time the troops were called out 
to suppress mob violence. After the restoration of 
peace and prosperity has given assurance that the Army 
will not probably be employed in the suppression of 
domestic violence for several years, the ranks may well, 
in the discretion of the President, be reduced, to save 
expense, ‘ : 

It is not a good military system in which the Executive 
has no authority whatever to increase the effective 
strength of the Army in time of need, but must await 
the slow precess of legislation for that purpose. The or- 
ganization being fixed by law, with maximum and mini- 
mum limits of strength, the Executive should be au- 
thorized to vary the enlisted strength between those 
limits according to his estimate of the necessities of the 
country. The cost of the suggested increase in the 
strength of the Army would be utterly insignificant as 
compared with the damage which might have been done 
in a single day in one city, if the military force as- 
sembled at that point had proved inadequate. . 

The present strength of the Army is not quite adequate 
to supply appropriate garrisons for all the posts now oc- 
cupied, or ready for occupation, while the new posts, which 
must undoubtedly be authorized by Congress in the near 
future, especially along the sea-board, where permanent 
fortifications are contemplated, will be entirely without 
appropriate garrisons, unless the Army is suitably in- 
creased. But if the very moderate increase in the effec- 
tive strength of the Army. which has been recommended, 
be authorized and the military posts heretofore recom- 
mended be constructed, the Army will be, so far as can 
he anticipated, in a fairly effective condition to enforce 
the faithful execution of the laws of the United States. 
This view of the military necessities ef the country must, 
it would seem, be manifest to every intelligent citizen. 

But, in respect to the military necessities which may 
possibly arise out of conflict with foreign powers, it has 
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for many years seemed impossible to impress upon the 
people of the United States in general the views enter- 
tained by all thoughtful milita students. This im- 
possibility appears to have resulted very largely from the 
national self-esteem which grew out of the results of the 
great domestic conflict through which the country 

in the period from 1861 to 1865, The condition of the 
public mind since that time has been that of confident 
invincibility against any possible foreign attack. How- 
ever humiliating it may be to this confident self-esteem, 
it is, nevertheless, a simple duty to point to the great 
a lesson which is now being taught to the entire 
world, 

‘The most populous and one of the most wealthy of all 
the nations of the earth is subjected to extreme humilia- 
tion and disgrace, to result possibly in the overthrow of a 
dynasty, at the hands of a little nation of one-tenth its 
population and about one-tenth its territorial area. And 
why is this? It is not because that great people are 


lacking in talent, or general education, or military cour- 
age, but because they have failed to develop their mili- 
tary strength and resources. In disciplined troops, in 


arms and equipments of all kinds, in efficient ships of 
war and in general military preparation and education, 
they are far behind the enterprising little military nation 
that is now teaching them and the world this tremendous 
lesson. 7 
The relation of the United States to the great military 
powers of Europe now exhibits a far greater disparity in 
respect to preparation for war than that which has ex- 
isted between China and Japan. Will the people of the 
United States and their representatives have the modesty 
to appreciate and the wisdom to profit by this lesson? 
The Atlantic Ocean is, under modern conditions, little 
more serious an obstacle to the navies and transports of 
Europe than are the Japan and Yellow seas to those of 
Japan. Whence comes our feeling of security? Are the 
other nations of the earth so much more in love with us 
and our institutions than are our own people, that we 
can always rely upon the friendship and good will of 
foreigners, while many thousands of our own citizens 
must be controlled by the strong military arm? Are our 
statesmen so far more skilled in statecraft and dip- 
lomacy than others that we can rely upon their ability 
to always secure by such means the interests and honor 
of the United States in competition with the often con- 
flicting interests of other countries? Or are the people of 
this country ready to see the national honor sacrificed 
when need be to secure material interests or avoid con- 
flict of arms? What guarantee of peace with honor has 
the history of the world ever assured except preparation 
for war, and now that modern science has so radically 
changed the conditions of military and naval success, 
how much more impossible has security for peace consis- 
tent with honor become, except through thorough prepara- 
tions for war? This modern feeling of security among 
apparently a large majority of the people of the United 
States, which appears to have arisen out of the domestic 
conflict in which the country was engaged from 1861 to 
1865, and the immense military strength developed in 
that conflict, was te a large extent justified for a certain 
period of time. Both the military strength og dur- 
ing and continuing to exist for some years after the 
Civil War, and the moral influence produced thereby 
upon the military nations of the world, justified for a 
time a feeling of mee oy whieh seeuses to ee =, 
necessar reparations for war. s a conseque 
this ay =: policy of the United States, which had 
been followed from the foundation of the Government to 
the year 1861, of thorough preparation in the way of sea- 
coast fortifications and an effective Navy was almost en- 
tirely abandoned for many years. It has since seemed 
difficult, if not impossible, to revive that wise national 
rolicy. 
, A trief reference to the character of the great civil 
conflict in this country seems important in this connec- 
tion. The circumstances and results of that conflict did 
not. in fact, justify any long continuance of the sipreme 
self-esteem and feeling of invincibility indulged in by the 
people of this country. The great civil war was a& con- 
f superior numbers and resources against an ad- 


test o 
verenty inferior in both, and little better prepared at the 


commencement of the contest. The result was reached 
after a long, desperate and exhausting struggle, char- 
acterized for the most part during the first half of its 
term by military failures, or imperfect snecesses, due 
entirely to lack of previous preparation. The result of 
that contest, in a military sense, was undoubtedly the 
ultimate development of practical military strength in the 
united country, superior to that of any other nation at 
that time, and perhaps superior to anv national military 
strength that had before existed. But the armies of 
1865 exist no longer. The veteran soldiers, North and 
South, East and West, are no longer physically able to 
bear arms. Upon the sudden outbreak of a great war 
the country. though now happily united, would be in little 
better condition than either the North or the South 
found itself in 1861. The combined strength of the en- 
tire country, though now double in numbers of men and 
in military resources, would be no match whatever for 
the trained army of either North or South, as it existed 
in 1864. In other words. the military strength of either 
section, when developed by experience and training, be- 
came immeasurably greater than that of the entire coun- 
try without such training, either then or now. ia is 
the true measure of the present military strength of this 
country: and this while other nations have greatly in- 
creased their effective strencth in the last thirty years. 

The time has. therefore. fully come when the neople of 
the United States should dismiss the over-confidence born 
of past experience and look the future squarely in the 
face. The more especially is this the fact in respect to 
the extended sea-consts of the country and the broad 
oceans where the interests of the United States must 
be defended and protected, if this country is to continne 
to he a first-class nation. Armies, even though well dis- 
ciplined, well instructed and perfectly armed, cannot de- 
fend the sea-coast against modern ships of war. Snit- 
able fortifications. with effective hich-nower armament, 
are the only possible means of such defense. while the 
finest Navy which the able officers of that denartment 
have ever proposed, will be abundantly employed in ren- 
dering indispensable service in all parts of the maritime 
world. Hence, no time should be lost in prosecuting the 
system of fortifications and armament heretofore in- 
angurated, until all the great seanorts of the country are 
placed in a satisfactory condition for effective defense 
against anv possible attack. The most liberal anpropria- 
tiens for this nurnose will he the wisest economy 

Every year heretofore, in proportion to my official re- 
sponsibilities, T have endeavored to point ont what T be- 
lieved to be the militarv necessities of the conntryv in 
these respects. Now in this, the last annual report which 
T expect to be called upon to write, T deem it my duty to 
make a last and more emnhatic presentation to mv fel- 
low citizens and to their Government of what T consider 
requisite to place their military establishment. in all 
resnects, on a footing commensurate with the interests, 
dignity and honor of a great nation. 

Continental isolation is no longer any security acainst 
formidable attack. Great nonulation and wealth are only 
the ernde materials from which military strength may be 
created. No nation, however populous and wealthy. can 
hope to maintain itself among the great nations. of the

earth, unless its military strength is made by develop- 
ment to bear a reasonable proportion to that maintained 
by the other great nations. 

The conflicting interests and jealousies of other nations 
may at times prevent any of them from engaging in 
active hostilities against this country, but at other times 
similar interests and jealousies are as likely to unite 
them against us. Are the United States willing to oc- 
eupy this humble place of dependence upen the interests 
und jealousies of other nations? Or will they assume 
and maintain their great place among the nations of the 
earth—-mistress of their own policy and arbiter of their 
own destiny?

Various Naval Items. 


The annual meeting for the election of officers of the 
U.S. Naval Institute will be held in the Naval Institute 
Hall, at Annapolis, on Oct. 12 

The Italian Government has declined to spend an ad- 
ditional $350,000 for the completion of the war ships 
which have long been in the course of construction. 

Orders were issued to Instruction Board to imspect 
the Raleigh and the Detroit, on 15th inst. The promotion 
examination cases of Ensigns Key and Field have been 
sent to the President for action, 

A new model of the second-class battleship Texas was 
recently built at the Washington Navy Yard, and is now 
mounted in Constructor Hichborn’s office, at the Navy 
Department. It will be placed in the collection of models 
near the Secretary's offices shortly. 

There is so much useless energy expended and time 
wasted at the Navy Yards, on account of the distance 
between the shops, that the Secretary has ordered a 
plan to be prepared for the complete reorganization of 
the New York Yard. This will save both time and labor. 

The Cincinnati and either the San Francisco or the 
Dolphin will go to Tarrytown Heights, New York, to 
attend a celebration, which will be held there on Oct. 19, 
the reason being the dedication of a monument, in the 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, to loca! heads of the Revolution. 

An English paper calls attention to the painfully absurd 
way in which the Admiralty are doling out names for 
warships. It is proposed to call the four new_battle- 
ships the Majestic, Sinenitiesnt, Powerful and Terrible, 
which sre rudely inconsistent, it says, with the well 
known modesty of naval officers. ‘The system ein- 
ployed by our Government is an admirable one. 

It is rumored at the New York Navy Yard that a race 
may take place over the measured mile between the 
sister ships Raleigh and Cincinnati. The craiser Raleigh 
would be sent north to Long Island Sound in that event. 
The latter vessel was built at the Norfolk yard and the 
Cincinnati at the New York yard. The report has served 
to rouse the sporting bloed of the officers of both cruisers. 
The race would probably take place on the Ericsson's 
course, between Stratford Shoals and Horton's Point. No 
speed requirements, of course, are to be come up to, as 
the vessels were built by the Government. 

The number of civil appointments to the Navy this year 
has been large. Twelve appointments to the pay corps 
have been made. In the Medical Corps it is said to be 
hard to induce young physicians to enter. About twelve 
have been appointed this year, but about six vacancies 
still exist. ‘This corps has been short and nearly all the 
assistant surgeons have been several months longer at 
sen than they expected, and behindhand in coming up for 
examination. Surgeon-Genera!l Tryon has urged Congress 
to provide greater inducements for doctors to apply for 
admission, and will request the Secretary of the Navy to 
assign them to the ward room at once. 

Judge Advocate-General Lemly, U. 8S. N., is in New Or- 
leans, purchasing the necessary land for the establish- 
ment of the Gulf Navy Yard, at Algiers, La. In 1S45 
Secretary John G. Masen bought 25 acres there for this 
purpose, 500 feet front on the Mississippi. Proceedings 
were taken to condemn additional property. The price 
asked, $80,000, being scaled down to $44,750 by the courts. 
J. A-G. Lemly will purchase the condemned tracts 
on each side of the Government reservation early next 
week. The new site will then have 1,825 feet front on 
the Mississippi, and extend back 3,540 feet from the 
levee, having a total area four times that of the original 
plot. 

The “Cincinnati Commercial Gazette,” of Oct. 2, advo- 
eates the division of ships of the Navy into four classes. 
The first includes vessels in actual service; the second, 
those in port but ready for sea at a day’s notice; the 
third, those vessels requiring limited repairs, say of a 
month: and the fourth, vessels requiring extensive re- 
pairs. “In pursuance of this plan at one of the home 

dock-yards, each vesel would have set apart a_ store- 


house. In this would be kept her supplies when not in 
Class 1. Everything must be provided and set apart in 


Where there should be need for a ship 
immediately, a draft would be made on Class 2, and a 
proper vessel selected. The crew would march to the 
store-house, each man pick up his load, appointed in ad- 
vance, and carry it aboard ship; coal would be taken and 
everything moving like clockwork: the ship should be able 
to sail at a day’s notice. This would be in refreshing con- 
trast to the present system, where coal is taken at one 
place, boats at another, ammunition somewhere else, 
tubes and supplies telegraphed for from another yard or 
obtained from a contractor, and the ship detained a week 
oer a month as the case may be, and all, too, after much 
hurry and worry and friction.” 

“Notes of the Year’s Naval Progress,”’ published by the 
Bureau of Naval Intelligence, is in press. Lieut. C. €. 
Rogers, who acted as agent of the intelligence office in 
the United States fleet during the operations at Rio de 
Janiero. has an interesting article on the revolt. He

enters into the engagements between the rebel fleets and 
Government forts in detail, also the circumstances of the 
sinking of the Aquidaban, which are not generally known. 
Lieut. Rogers speaks in favorable terms of the discipline 
of the rebels and of their courage and bravery, but says 








the Aquidaban was the only vessel of their fleet not un- 
dermanned. The writer states that the Aquidaban was 
the strength of the revolt; that without her the rebels 
would have been crushed in a short time. In the fight. 
ing in Rio bay she bore the principal share, now drop- 
ping her shells among the enemy’s position on shore; now 
serving as a target for every gun that could be brought 
to bear on her, and with but little harm to the ship. 
Three times she ran successfully the Government forts 
at the mouth of Rio harbor. She passed out and jn 
practically unscathed, despite the searchlights of the forts 
and the heavy cannonade. 

,, We have before alluded to a decision made by the 
Treasury Department, which will benefit largely a num- 
ber of officers of the staff corps of the Navy. Hereto- 
fore there have been instances of officers in’ one grade 
receiving less pay than others whom they rank. Under 
the decision o the Treasury Department, this anomaly 
will no longer exist. In the last oval Apropriation bil] 
aus it passed the House, a provision was inserted to the 
effect that all officers who had been transferred from one 
corps of the Navy to another should have the benefit of 
their ~ service in the first corps, or the same as 
if such transfer had constituted a free entry into the 
service. The Senate, however, struck the provision out 
and the conference committee failed to include it in the 
bill finally agreed upon. The object of the provision was 
to give certain officers in the staff corps higher pay than 
they now get. When it became definite that Congress 
would do nothing, the officers concerned brought the mat- 
ter directly to the attention of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and were successful in getting a decision which 
affords the same benefits as would have accrued had the 
House provision been adopted. This decision of the De- 
partment was made in the case of Prof. Philip R. Alger 
to whom the credit of engineering the matter through the 
freasury Department is due. Professor Alger entered 
the Naval Academy, graduated and was commissioned 
tn ensign, and was subsequently transfered to the corps 
of Professors, his idea being that he could obtain a large 
increase of pay, provided his transfer to the corps were 
considered a re-entry, and he thus be given credit for his 
service in the line. The decision of the Department thus 
credits him with his former service in the line and gives 
him the increase of pay.

Munger, 
of the Revenue cutter Corwin. during the recent cruise In 
search of missing seamen from the wrecked whaler James 
Allen. The ground traversed was uncharted and unknown, 
and in places full of dangers, yet the Corwin was always be- 
tween the Concord and the beach, and was handled in a man- 
ner to elicit the admiration of all on board this ship. Prompt, 
cool, bold and prudent, I cannot exaggerate Captain Munger's 
worth nor speak too highly of the ever-ready and efficient con- 
dition of the vessel under his command.” 

The Revenue cutter Corwin, en route to San Francisco. ex- 
experienced heavy gales off the northern California coast, during 
which her starboard davits were carried away and two of 
her boats smashed. The Revenue cutter Bear is still in the 
north. and wi!l not arrive at San Francisco before December. 
The Corwin left her first officer and four men at St. George, 
and sent Lieutenant Jacob to one of the westerly Islands to 
enter sealing schooners that put in for the winter. The ves- 
sels report that at Port Clarence the reindeer are multiplying 
rapidiy, and in a few years the Government will not have to 
rend provisions to keen the natives alive.

Though Captain Mahan. of the Chicago, and his chap- 
lain, ce Frederick F. Sherman, the son of Judge Sher- 
man, of Boston, are both of the high church, there aj 
pears to have been some friction between them which cul- 
minated. durine a recent performance of divine service 
on board the Chicago. As the daily papers have alinded 
te the affair, it is as well to atate the facts. Shortly 
after the labor strikes in the United States. the chaplain 
preached a sermon, in which he alluded to them. Captain 
Mahan and Admiral Erhen being both present at the 
service, Supposing that he detected his intention to say 
comething subversive of discinline, Captain Mohan started 
from his seat with the intention of checking the chaplain, 
but finally concluded to let him go on. The chaplain 
resented this interference with what he regarded as his 
spiritual prerogative and the matter was referred to Ad- 
miral Firben. Chaplain Sherman enbmitted an explana- 
tion to the Department concerning the affair, and made a 
reqrest that, upon the retirement of Rear-Admiral Erben, 
he be relieved from duty on board the Chicago. The 
failure of the Department to do so is considered by many 
Naval Officers to mean that the officials indorse Captain 
Mahan’s position, which is that he had the right to con- 
trol any officer, the Chaplain included. whose action 
seerced to him te interfere discipline, and in this 
judement he was sustained by Admiral Erben. Further 
than this Admiral Erben declines to go, and in his 
indorsement on the papers stated that he did not 
feel competent to determine the question of jurisdiction 
between the Captain of the Ohicago and the spiritual 
authorities te whem the Chaplain swore allegiance. He, 
therefore, referred the question to the higher authority at 
Washincten. The indorsements on the papers are said 
te be of a peculiar character, inelnding, as ther do. a con- 
densed history of the prophet Daniel, te whom the Chaplain 
referred in illustrating his text. Possibly Captain Mahan, 
from the Chaplain’s point of view, may be regarded as 
the heathen Belshazzar. over against whom wns written 
the ominous lecend: “Mene, mene, tekel. u n.” Alto. 
gether the endorsements on the paners in case are re- 
ported to be very entertaining reading. 
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A MODERN NAVAL BATTLE. 


Following is a graphic description of the great Japanese 
naval battle, given by a young Englishman, who was 
supervising engineer on the Chinese cruiser Yang-Wai, 
and who has come to the United States for treatment for 
injuries he received in the battle: 

“The Chinese Admiral received word from Pekin, July 

2, to watch the Japanese without making any aggressive 
move. The Yang-Wai was accordingly detailed to pro- 
ceed to sea and keep an eye on the Japanese. 

“She overtook the Japanese fleet eighty miles to the 
southward, passing through their lines in defiance of the 
Japanese Admiral’s orders to stay away, and, making a 
spurt, led the Admiral’s flagship a swift race. When the 
rest of the fleet had been left out of sight in the distance, 
the Yang-Wai suddenly turned and planted a 10%-inch 
shell out of a 88-ton forward gun in the port bow of the 
Metsuchima, It tore an enormous hole in her upper deck 
und disabled three of her &inch guns. Passing the Met- 
suchima on the return tack, her secondary battery was 
fired broadside into the Japanese vessel, and as _ she 
passed astern her 25-tun gun came to bear on the Jap- 
unese vessel’s after barbette. Several of the Japanese 
guns were disabled before she was able to return the fire. 

“Some clever manoeuvring followed and both vessels 
proceeded to pour broadside after broadside into each 
other. ‘The battle lasted from 11:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 3 in the afternoon. After the Yang-Wai had 
been disabled, with the exception of the big gun forward, 
she managed to cripple her opponent by a shot which 
struck the conning tower of the Japanese vessel, killing 
the Japanese Admiral and several of his oflicers. This 
completely disabled the Japanese ship. 

“Shortly after the Metsuchima ceased firing, and while 
we were busy ascertaining the extent of our own in- 
juries, we sighted the other Japanese vessels approach- 
ing, and the Yang-Wai’s commander gave orders to make 
a run for it to Weipaiwei. 

“The scene aboard the Yang-Wai after she had with- 
drawn from the unequal conflict was simply hideous. 
There was but one gun left in fighting trim, and that being 
the big bow gun, it was useless in flight. The six Jap- 
anese Warships pounded away at us as we ran, and we 
were devoutly thankful that our speed was great en- 
ough to soon get out of range. The Yang-Wai was sim- 
ply a floating wreck. Above the water-line everything 
was ruin. The pilot-house, bridge, and conning tower 
had gone early in the fight; the boats were shot into 
splinters, and the superstructure was in a_ hopeless, 
shapeless tangle. The funnel had been shot away to 
within four feet of the deck, and, as we were running 
under forced draught, we rigged a jury stack of sheet iron 
wnd canvas supported by a derrick. A hose was kept 
playing constantly on this makeshift funnel, to prevent 
it from taking fire or melting. 

“The captain directed his crippled craft from a jury 
bridge of empty liquor casks and soap boxes, using a 
boat’s compass, as the binnacles had been shot away. 
The masts were gone and the rudder, too, but steering 
with the twin screws was comparatively easy. The Yang- 
Wai had been in commission nine years, but we got 
twenty knots out of her, or two knots better than she 
did on her trial trip. 

“The junior ollicer was sent down to take charge of 
the stokeholes, where naked coolies were shovelling coal 
for dear life. He had several cases of gin, which he gave 
to the sweating stokers as often as they asked for it. In 
one hand he held a thick club made of a section of thick 
rubber belting, and whenever a man lagged he beat him 
with it until he picked up his shovel again. The draught 
that was produced was so fierce that a_continuous sheet 
of flame poured from the jury funnel. Below, the cruiser 
wus a huge butcher shop. Holes fourteen feet square 
yawned in her side, marking the place where the Jap- 
anese shells had entered. These war engines in_burst- 
ing had blown the upper deck into fragments. On_ the 
inain deck was the worst of all. It was simply a lake 
of blood fully an inch deep in the shallowest part. Writh- 
ing in this and floating in the deeper _— were heads, 
arms, and legs, with here and there the fragment of a 
man still alive tangled among the fragments of timber 
and steel torn from the cruiser’s sides and decks. There 
were only two white men aboard the cruiser, myself and 
the surgeon, a young Irishman named Kirk. 

“As soon as the vessel was out of danger from the 
shells of the Japanese gunboats, he and I, with a corps 
of the surgeon’s assistants, set about clearing up the ter- 
rible mess on the main deck. 

“Wherever we found a man hopelessly wounded, the 
surgeon gave him instant relief from his agony. He car- 
ried an atomizer filled with prussic acid, and as soon as 
his hasty examination of a hopeless case was finished, 
he sprayed the poison into the man’s mouth and nostrils. 
The dying men craned their necks forward eagerly in 
their desire to escape from the torture they suffered. 
There were very few of the wounded who were not put 
cut of their misezy by the surgeon’s atomizer. 

“One of the most distressing features of an engage- 
ment like this is the terrific noise aboard a modern man- 
of-war fairly in action. The Yang-Wai fought all the 
time with one screw turning slowly, her fires raked clean, 
and the steam blowing off like the shrieking of a gale. 
The seream of the shells, the thud and the vibration as 
they struck the cruiser, the terrific roar as they burst, 
and the deafening noise and concussion of our own guns 
made it utterly impossible for anything else to be heard 


aboard the vessel. To my dying day I shall remember 


that July 12, and, most of all, the horrible noise and the 
scene on the bloody main deck. We broke the record, I 
think, on our run to Skanghai, where we arrived at 4 
o'clock on July 13.” 








SHELLS CAPPED WITH WROUGHT IRON. 


It is extremely doubtful if the Ordnance Department 
of the Navy will conduct further experiments with shells 
capped with soft wrought iron. ‘The first experiments, 
which were held on Oct. 5, at the Indian Head Proving 
Grounds, resulted so seriously to the gun that the Ord- 
nance Department officials have come to the conclusion 
that further trials in this direction would dangerous. 
The shells tested were four experimental Wheeler-Ster- 
ling 6-in. A. P. shell, and the plate used was the 6-in. 
Harveyized nickel-steel barbette plate, A-883, Carnegie 
Steel Company, which had already been attacked by four 
G-in. A. P. shells. Before the capped shell was fired, two 
projectiles were discharged against the plate, the first 
soft to file on surface all over, relatively low carbon and 
high chrome, and the second hard to file as far as lower 
edge of bourrelet, ogive magnetized. The third round, in 
which the capped shell was used, resulted as follows, ac- 
cording to the official report of Ensign Tisdale, who 
superintended the test: “Projectile, Wheeler-Sterling 6- 
in. special A. P. shell No. 6, of normal dimensions and 
weight, hard to file to %” below the bourrelet, ogive 
magnetized, of relatively high earbon and low chrome. 
An annular ring 4%” wide and 3%” deep at its forward 
end, was cut in the ogive about 3” from the point. A 
soft wrought iron conical cap 44" thick was placed over 
the point of the shell’s ogive, fitting it neatly, and was 
held partially by the magnetism, but principally by three 
screws equidistant, about 144” from the bottom end of 
the cap, the inner ends taking in the groove, and set- 
ting up evenly against the shell. The cap then presented 
a length of about 34”. When put on, it seemed 


to be perfectly tight and rigid. Weight of cap, 
S IDs. Charge 43.8 Ibs. O. P.-b; striking velocity 
2,000 f.-s.; striking energy, 2,776 ft.-tons. It was 


my opinion that 2,100 f.-s. would be necessary to per- 
forate the plate; but as this velocity was required to per- 
forate 6” Harvey plate without a cap, 2,000 f.-s. was used 
to demonstrate the value of the cap. The shell struck 
the plate 20” from its top, and 48” from its left edge; 
angle of impact inclined 6 degs. to the normal, striking 
the plate 12” to the left of the point desired, which 
would have given a normal impact; smashed up, the 
ogive welding in the plate, apex of cavity ".9 in from 
the face of the plate, estimated penetration from 3” to 
4”. The remainder of the shell broke into numerous frag- 
ments, but the greater part was in two longitudinal frag- 
ments 7” long, forming the lower body and base, weight 
44 IDs., its edges being fuzed, and showing a tough metal. 
A back bulge 2%” high, about 18” in diameter and 
cracked through, was raised. The plate about the im- 
pact scaled considerably, mostly in a vertical direction, 
the hardened surface separating from the softer metal of 
the plate, as before. A few surface cracks were started. 
No trace of the cap was found. At the time, the de- 
viation of the shell from the line of fire was attributed 
to the peculiar form of the cap.” After giving the results 
of another round, fired with a projectile, hard to file %4%” 
below the bourrelet, which, with a velocity of 2,100 f.-s., 
perforated the plate, the report concludes: “None of the 
above shell did any more work on the plate than the 
ordinary service A. P. shell, and they broke up in very 
much the same manner. The plate itself acted remark- 
ably well. (See photograph, No. 320, showing the frag- 
ments of all the above four shells, partially built up.) 
After the firing was over, the fragments of the different 
shells were more minutely examined, when it was found 
that there were marks of rifling on the lower body and 
rear of shell No. 6 (third round), which had the soft 
wrought iron cap on it. The bore of the gun was then 
thoroughly cleaned out, wiped and examined. It was 
found that at a point about 8’ 6” from the muzzle, the 
gun was very seriously injured, the shell having jammed 
in the bore, possibly by reason of the cap being jarred 
off on discharge, the shell passing through it, or being 
jammed by it. This injury is the subject of a special re- 
port. The action of the shell in the gun, then, explains 
= oa deviation from the mark on the plate in round 
WO. Oo 


TRIAL OF THE REVENUE STEAMER CALUMET. 


The trial of the new revenue cutter Calumet took place 
on Lake Erie and the Niagara River, Sept. 22. The Calumet 
is a steel tug 94 ft. 6 ins. long over all, 87 ft. on the water 
line, 20 ft. beam and 10 ft. 3 ins. depth of hold. She is 
propelled by a compound inverted direct-acting engine, with 
a high-pressure cylinder 18% ins. in diameter,and a low-press- 
ure cylinder 32 ins. diameter, the stroke of both cylinders 
being 26 ins. Steam is generated by a Ward boiler of the 
size known as P—30, with Q firebox, whieh contains 2,490 
sq. ft. of heating surface and 74 sq. ft. of grate surface. She 
is provided with a Wheeler Admiralty surface condenser, 
mounted on combined, independent air and circulating pumps. 
The latter are each 9 ins. in diameter and 10 ins. stroke; 
the steam cylinder which operates both pumps is 8 ins. in 
diameter and 10 ins. stroke. She has a four-bladed, solid, 
true-screw propeller of 8 ft. diameter and 12% ft. pitch. 
The heliocidal area of all four blades is 24 sq. ft. 

The trial consisted of a run of four hours under full power 
and was solely for the purpose of testing the steam: wachin 
ery. Owing to the firemen being unaccustomed to tubulous 
boilers considerable difficulty was experienced in maintain- 


ing a uniform steam pressure. On the average, however, 
the steam was carried at about 110 Ibs. pressure, which drove 
the engine at about 115 revolutions per minute. The horse. 
power developed at that rate was 470, which gave the vesse] 
an ae speed for the four hours’ run of 13.4 statute miles 
per hour. 

The trial board, consisting of Engineer-in-Chief John W. 
Collins, Chief Engineer . Chester and Asst. Engineer 
C. A. McAllister, while Capt. Geo. W. Moore, the Super- 
intendent of Construction, and ist Lieut. John Dennett were 
present to take observations as to the vessel’s speed. The 
adoption of the Ward boilers for this class of vessels by the 
Revenue Cutter Service is largely due to the efforts of Engi- 
neer-in-Chief Collins, who is a firm believer in tubulous 
boilers for small vessels. At his suggestion a number of im- 
provements have been made in these boilers, which remove 
many of the objections that other engineers have against the 
use of water-tube boilers on shipboard. The Calumet whey 
fully completed will leave the yard of her builders, the as- 
signees of David Bell, at Buffalo, N. Y., for Chicago, where 
she will be used for boarding incoming foreign vessels, and 
for the enforcement of the new anchorage laws which have 
recently gone into effect at that place.

THE STATE TROOPS. 

GOVERNOR FLOWER AND THE SIXTY-NINTH. 

It is regretted that Governor Flower should have fin- 
ally yielded to the influence of selfish politicians in connec- 
tion with a reorganization of the 6Y¥th. As a result, the 
hands of the military authorities, who are alone competent 
to deal with its affairs, are completely tied up. This is 
the more to be regretted, because, as a whole the adminis 
tration of Governor Flower has been one of the most suc- 
cessful, in a military sense, of any in the history of the 
National Guard of this State. If politicians are to be 
allowed to dictate what shall and what shall not be done 
in military matters, it will simply be the ruination of the 
National Guard. etter disband the 6Uth altogether. It 
is hard to understand what the Governor expects to gain 
by listening to the misrepresentations and ignorant plead- 
ings of a few politicians, ignoring military ofticers 
thoroughly conversant with the needs of the service. 
New companies have been formed and have been waiting 
for months to be mustered in, yet owing to the inter- 
ference of politicians, nothing can be done, and the pro- 
gress of the battalion is retarded. in ten months’ time 
only one new company has been mustered. To be sure it 
was formed in a proper manner, under the direction of 
the military authorities, and has already proved a credit 
to the service. Some politicians did not like this—to see 
intelligent self-respecting men filling up the 69th, who 
could not be used for political ends or selfish motives, did 
not suit them—so they blocked further progress, in the 
hopes that machines of their own might gain a place. Lt 
is sincerely hoped that Governor Flower, who started in 
for reform in the 6Yth in a fearless manner, will not be 
led astray or falter at the present time. Let him listen 
to those in the State service competent to judge, oflicers 
who have no axe to grind and who have spent a quarter 
of a century or more laboring in its behalf. These are 
the advisers the Governor would do well to heed. 


MICHIGAN NATIONAL GUARD.

ments of the National Guard. Should the forces of sev- 
eral states and the national forces do duty together, it 
can readily be seen the chaos that would result from so 
many regiments bearing the same number. 

Could not this be rectified by reserving the first fifty 
or hundred numbers for the Army, and let the Informa- 
tion Bureau of the War Department give the follow- 
ing numbers consecutively to the several states, as they
